Toronto Cannons 



Campus Cannons in Toronto 
Peaceful, But for Engineers 




CUP)— -;.Two 
ttie of Louis- 
JWifll^l^P^paqpiehind the 'old 
observatory guarding the Toronto 
campus. These cannon.i now rest 
peacefully except when engineers 
tire of their "Skule cannon." But 
once these guns ^played an active 
role in . the struggle' t>etween 
France and England for the mas- 
tery ot Canada. 

When the fortress of Louisburg 
was besieged by the English under 
Wolfe, the citadel was defended by 
a strong force of French ships in- 
cluding "La Prudcnté;' with her 
74 guns. But the island' batteryVin 
Cape Breton's harbor was ' cap- 
tured, by the British commander 
thus jnaking It possible for the 
British ships to enter the harbor. 

As a counter measure the French 
cbmmander sank six ot his largest 
vessels In the narrowtst part of 
the harbor entrance to form it 
sunken barrier. Three of the five 
rcmiining ships wore destroyed by 
fire leaving 'La Prudente* and the 
'Bien Faisant,' to be captured by 
the British. While beliig towed 
away, 'La ' Prudente' caught on a 
sandbar; during low tide and the 
British found It necessary to cet 
the frigtrte afire. " 

The vessel sank and for over ;1S0 
years the cannons lay rusting -in 
the mud at the bpttom of Louis- 
burg Harbour. . . ' 

In 1899 the slearuer. -Fabiola," 
was salvaging ^ a ,_sunke|t. steamship 
at the nortii'pi.'LcIulîbur^^

Several musical events took place 
during the past week, emphasizin{ 
the need for some sort of coordin- 
ation between: Montreal impressa r- 
los.to keep concert-goers, from be- 
ing rtit) ragged one week and' left 
with nothing to do the next!

"Tuesday and Wednesday nights 
Les Concerts Symphontqucs held 
forth at Plateau Hall. Following 
Weber's Frelschutz Overture, Maes- 
tro Otto' Klempcrer performed a 
highly unusual feat. His perfonh- 
ance of Tchaikow'sky's' Pathétique 
symphony caused considerable dls- 
cusfloji^among people who normal- 
ly dikiniss this work with a shrug 
or murmur of disgusted superiority. 

Klemperer's treatment made sec- 
tions of the symphony seem com- 
pletely név/â^nd|unramillar. The 
hIgh-tcnsionMpWpBonallsm. the 
furious outbunts^of 'RumU^ 
slon were ruthlessly ^subduea^^i 
was a very lean, trimmed version. 
There ' was a, deep probing . and 
search for meaning below the sur- 
face. 

Now this Is the manner which 
has made Klempcrer so rfoted .for 
his perfprmancc of Beetho'Veh. 
Becthovetl should be dwelt on. In 
a passage where every single note 
has meaning, this sort of careful, 
loving and ,vçry Intense scrutiny 
pays rich rewards.' . But there Isn't 
enough below the surface in Tchal- 
kowsky. If.lhe pace ■ Is once al- 
lowed to drag, the effect Is lost. The 
Important thing is to keep movinR, 
as" with a bicyclist who loses his 
bala'nce If he goes too slowly. 

Atonement was made with an ex- 
cellant rendition of Debussy's "La 
M(er".an'd a superb performance of 
StraussH* "Death and Transfigura- 
tion." ^ 

^Tic Ballet Theatre paid - its an- 
nual visit Her- Majesties', ail 
week. This Is the only group vi- 
siting Montreal In recent years to 
feature American works, together 
with a classic repcriolre. llicy seem 
.to be losing their grip on the latter, 
and a tightening up of the artistic 
direction Is called for. It Is a deli- 
cate mattpr, at be.st. to mix two 
styles of dancing in one company.

The captain of the ship saw some 
thing half-buried In the mud of 
the shallOMy - water and sent divers 
down 'to Investigate.

It look a "Skulcman" to realize 
the possibilities involved in the pos- 
session of these historic relics. In 
ISOI an SPS grad, A. E. ' Shipley, 
heard of the discovery while in the 
area doing professional work and 
suggested to the Unlvenity of To- 
ronto Alumni Association that some 
of the cannons be purchased for the 
University. Enthusiasm for the plan 
ran high in the Arts and SPS clssses 
ot • ISOI and the cannons 'were 
bought 'and set tip at the rear of 
the old observatory, facing Queen's 
Park. ' 

But the cannons were not des- 
tined to remain silent. In 1943 
some spirited skuiemen set out to 
loosen the plugs silencing the guns. 
The work went on for several 
weeks under cover of darkness aitd 
by the time the traditional 'Skule 
Nile' was ready to take place, the 
whole scheme was completed. An 
alarm clock and the use of com- 
plicated wiring set oft the charges 
and during the Skule Dinner the 
blast rocked the campus. 

The cannons were plugged up 
agalti and tHey remained silent 
for another eight years when the 
'spirit e d. Epilne ers' again firéd the 
C'nn^Ew^^'i^^^^.
